Citizen, 
itself

days before, appeared, 
presum­ 
ably, soon after the surrender of 
Vicksburg to federal troops. 
Except 
for the 
note, 
set by 
printer soldiers who worked 
the 
form, the entire edition 
of 
the 
paper was one of cheer and opti­ 
mism written surely at 
a 
time 
when defeat was almost certain. 
J. M. Swords, the proprietor of 
the Citizen, jested about 
hard­ 
ships of his neighbors during the 
siege, told of 
the 
activities 
of 
armies in the north and south, and 
noted deaths among 
confederate 
soldiers known 
to 
him. 
Almost 
the entire issue, of course, 
was 
concerned with one or another as­ 
pect of the civil war and particu­ 
larly with that part of the 
civil 
war which almost concerned resi­ 
dents of Vicksburg. 
Always Mr. 
Swords maintained 
that 
federal 
strength was over-estimated and 
the soldiers dissatisfied. The south 
would win. 
But soldiers 
of 
the 
south, 
fighting unsuccessfully on 
their 
own land, falling and losing their 
cities in places which most encour­ 
aged weak and 
strong unionists 
alike, 
advanced 
infrequently 
northward only to be disastrous­ 
ly turned back. 
And since their 
compatriots were agriculturalists 
and were dependent upon Europe 
for foodstuffs in exchange for raw 
materials such 
as 
cotton, 
their 
condition became even more pre­ 
carious when the federal blockade 
on southern ports held fast. 
Mr. Swords, however, was out- 
wardly unmoved.

Generalissimo

Grant— has expressed his inten­
